I should be most grateful if you could help me on the 
position of Palestine under the Carriage by Air Convention 
signed at Warsaw in 1929. This Convention was made part 
of the law of the United Kingdom by the Carriage by Air 
Act, 1932 and is scheduled to that Act.

Termination of Palestine Mandate 


aie I am directed by the Minister of Transport to refer to 
/jyour letter (19143/47) of the 28th November, 1947, and in reply to 
Ly state, for the information of Mr. Secretary Creech Jones, that the 
application to Palestine of United Kingdom legislation on the 
subject of shipping has been reviewed and the Minister's

Be The above are the only matters which, so far as the 
Minister has been able to ascertain, are relevant to the 
questions in your letter. The Minister has not, however, been 
able to examine ordinances made by the Government of Palestine 
affecting shipping, but he understands that these ordinances 
are being reviewed in your Department and that he will be 
consulted on any which might affect shipping.

On the assumption that a case due to come before the 
Tribunal on the 2nd January, 1948 and one other case now 
being negotiated are disposed of before the Mandate ends, 
the Ministry knows of no other Palestine shipping claims 
in which it is concerned, but will keep the position under 
review. 


(3) War Risk Insurance. 


Arrangements will be made as soon as the current 
91 days cover runs out to terminate War Risk Insurance 
arrangements for the few Palestine vessels which have been 
insured with the British War Risk Clubs (who are re-insured 
by the Minister). The necessity for termination arises 
from the fact that Palestine ships are not British ships and 
the Minister is only empowered to re-insure the Clubs in 
respect of British ships. ; 


(4) Examinations for Certificates of Competency as Master, 
Mate and Engineer. 


The Ministry at present examine Palestine nationals, 
by special arrangement, for the higher grades of 
Certificates not normally open to aliens, and Certificates, 
based on the results of the Ministry's examinations, are 
issued by the Palestine Government. Similar arrangements 
are made for nationals of Egypt and Iraq. The Ministry 
are in correspondence with your Department (reference 
76528/4.7) on the desirability of continuing these 
arrangements (with or without modifications) in present 
circumstances.

It is understood that this matter is under 
consideration by the Treasury Honours and Awards Committee.

FURTHER MEETING AT COLONIAL OFFICE BETWEEN 
MR. GA. JONES OF THE OOLONIAL OFFICE 
AND MR. L.B. GIBSON, ATTORNEY GENERAL, 

PALESTINE, ON NOVEMBER 26, 1947. 





Mr. Jones explained that he had consulted Mr. Hull 
the Assistant Procurator General further about the 
question of legislation, and Mr. Hull felt that the 
only action required was to revoke the Warrant under 
Section 2 of the Prize act, 1939. There was however 
no objeetion to the Order in Council of 1939 being 
revolmed, i.e., the Order in Council giving the High 
Commissioner the powers of Vice-admiral. He also 
thought that the Order in Council of 7. 3.1940, 
authorizing the local Prize Rules could be revoked 
as well as the rules themselves. He had not 
considered whether it was necessary to make any 
amendment to the Order in Council applying the 1890 
Act to Palestine to exclude references to Prize Juris~ 
diction, but saw no objestion to the revocation of 
the limited purpose of excluding Prise Jurisdiction. 

He pointed out that if any provision was made in 
our transition legislation regarding pending proceedings 
it will be necessary to except any Prize Court proceed- 
ings on the lines of Article 44 of the Singapore Colony 
Order in Council, 1946, which reads as follows:- 


“All proceedings other than proceedings in

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He thought that the Warrant should be brought home 
after revocation for retention. 


Mr. Jones asked that we should give full 
information regarding three local ship cases, the 
MIRCEA, the MIHAI and the AYIAS TRIAS, As regards 
the first two cases, the Colonial Office had telegraphed 
Palestine for further information but received no reply 
and Mr. Jones wished to know the exact position regarding 
Bale, ete. As regards the third case, the position 
was that the ship was a small Greek ship which had 
not been condemed. Mr. Jones wanted to know however 
what is the precise position regarding this ship and 
in particular whether she is still in the custody of 
the Marshall and whether we have taken the necessary 
steps regarding de-requisitioning, i.e., to get the 
undertaking given at the time of requisition cancelled. 


Mr. Jones pointed out that it was desirable to 
get our Bills of Costs taxed in all cases so that 
the costs might be recovered by the Government of 
Palestine. He said that the High Commissioner had 
agreed that the Proper Officer should not personally 
retain any fees. He also said that the Bills of 
Costs epula be paid from the Central Fund where there 


were no assets in the particular action. 


Mr. Jones further referred to the Stamp Cases 
pending in Palestine and said that if any of them had 
to be remitted he would require information as to the 
value of the Stamps in order to decide whether to 
effect insurance.

Mg, Jones explained that there were a number of 
Palestine cases outstanding of which he would put up 
particulars, It was desirable to wind up as many as 
possible of these cases, but he hed consulted the 
Assistant procurator General who agreed that those 
cases which could not be wound up before the appointed 
day sheuld be transferred to the United Kingdom, 

A Remission Order could be obtained under section 1 

ef the 1915 act and if property had to be transferred 
a further Order would be necessary under section 3. 

In that case it would be necessary to obtain directions 
as to the expenses of transfer. 


As regards the Prise Fund in Pelestine Mr. Jones 
theught that any condemed monies could be transferred 
te the united Kingdom administratively and without any 
legislative provision. The money should be transferred 
through the Crown agents to the Colonial Prize Deposit 
Aceount. As regards uncondemed monies there was one 
case (Writ Ne, 1/1939) in which the Court ordered 
the monies to be released te a Danish claimant who had 
subsequently become an enemy and to whom the money could 
not be paid. He thought that this money might be 
transferred administratively to the Colonial Prise 
Deposit Account. As regards other uncondemed monies 
they would have te be transferred with the appropriate 
eases under Seetion 35 of the 1945 Act. 


The question was then considered as to whether any 
legislation would be desirable to bring te an end 
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British prise jurisdietion in Palestine. Mr. Jones 
agreed to explore this problem further although his 
interim opinion was that no legislation would be 
necessary. He thought thet the Palestine Prise Court 
functioned under a warrant issued under the 1864 Act 
and this might have to be cancelled. 


Mr, Jones raised the question of records in Prise 
Cases in Palestine - both Court records and Administrative 
records, He stressed that either the original records 
must be sent to the United Kingdom after the evacuation 
or copies of them mst be made and preserved in the
